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APPROACH TO TRADE PROBLEMS 
Befo re to o many weeks the halls o f Co n­ 
g ress will be ring ing with debate o n o ne o f 
the to uchiest y et mo st crucial pro blems we 
hav e to face: whether we intend to allo w the 
lo wering o f o ur tariff barriers sufficiently to 
enco urag e 
g reater 
impo rts fro m 
trade- 
starv ed Euro pean natio ns. 
• Fo r mo re than three decades, Euro pe has 
no t been able to sell to us as much as we 
hav e so ld to it. After Wo rld War I this g ap 
was bridg ed by priv ate American lo ans 
abro ad. Since Wo rld War II the Marshall 
Plan and o ther aids hav e serv ed the same 
end. 
But neither o f these dev ices were so lu­ 
tio ns, no r were they permanent. Ev entually , 
the priv ate lo ans sto pped. And to day , the 
patience o f Co ng ress with seeming ly per­ 
petual aid is wearing thin. 
The o nly real answer appears to be so me­ 
ho w to balance trade between America and 
Euro pe. Our statesmen and all but a mino r­ 
ity o f business leaders ag ree o n that. And 
in the interest o f a hig her g eneral standard 
o f liv ing , the balance o ug ht to be struck by 
increasing Euro pean impo rts here rather 
than cutting o ur ex po rts. 
That means, ho wev er, reducing tariff bar­ 
riers o n a co nsiderably bro ader scale than 
has y et been acco mplished under the no w 
lo ng -established recipro cal trade autho rity 
(up fo r renewal June 12 ). And there’s the 
rub. 
Fo r the arg ument is made perennially that 
American industries will suffer ruino usly 
fro m the influx o f fo reig n g o o ds pro duced 
by lo w-paid wo rkers. 
Altho ug h the arg ument is usually g reatly 
ex ag g erated, it is true that so me industries 
hav e been and wo uld be serio usly affected 
by heig htened fo reig n co mpetitio n. Yet if 
we do no t find so me way to accept fo reig n 
g o o ds, the alternativ e is so me so rt o f fo reig n 
aid to keep o ur Euro pean friends fro m g o ing 
bro ke. 
So me manufacturers, reading this dilemma 
arig ht, hav e sto pped co mplaining abo ut fo r­ 
eig n co mpetitio n and hav e mo v ed bo ldly to 
co unter its effects. One such is J. G. Shen- 
nan, y o ung president o f the Elg in Watch 
Co mpany . 
U. S. watchmakers hav e suffered a lo t 
fro m impo rted watch pro ducts, especially 
fro m Switzerland. So me firms hav e been 
put o ut o f business. But no t Elg in. 
Once defeat was clear, Shennan set abo ut 
div ersify ing his co mpany ’s o peratio ns so it 
wo uld no lo ng er be who lly dependent o n 
watchmaking . He to o k the firm into pro ­ 
ductio n o f co mpacts, men’s jewelry , abra­ 
siv es and o ther items. Thus Elg in’s wo rkers 
and sto ckho lders are pro tected and America 
still has in being an impo rtant element in a 
v ital precisio n industry v aluable to its 
defense. 
Obv io usly all industries canno t fo llo w 
Shennan’s specific pattern, admirable as it is. 
But all can indeed emulate this co mpany ’s 
reso urcefulness and imag inatio n in seeking 
adjustment to the pro spect o f increased 
Impo rts. Where a co mpany o r an industry 
is clearly bey o nd self-help, the g o v ernment 
mig ht fairly be asked to step in and assist 
thro ug h lo ans, the teaching o f new wo rker’s 
skills, and the like. 
The time fo r mere nag g ing o ppo sitio n has 
g o ne by . The times call fo r a co nstructiv e 
appro ach. It is either that o r a nev er-ending 
burden o f fo reig n aid.

BUILD ALASKA! 
It is to b e noted that for several years, when­ 
ever statehood for Hawaii w’as discu ssed, Alaska 
was inclu ded. Then politics entered the pictu re 
and some Democrats ob jected to Hawaii and some 
Repu b licans ob jected to Alaska and neither b ecame 
a State. Now- it wou ld seem that Hawaii is ab ou t 
to b ecome a State b u t Alaska is not even b eing 
considered. 
One of the argu ments against statehood for 
Alaska is that it is sparse of popu lation. This is 
an enormou s territory of 586,400 squ are miles, 
equ al to one-six th of the size of the United States 
equ al to Tex as, New York, Pennsylvania, the 
New England States, and California. Its present 
popu lation is 128,643. It is ou r first line of defense 
on the American continents against Soviet Ru ssia, 
ex cept for the Commu nist b ase at Gu atemala. 
From the standpoint of national strategy, Alaska 
is tremendou sly significant. 
Now’, let u s look at another part of the world. 
Thou sands of Germans are daily moving from East 
to West Germany. They are hard-working, strong 
people, mostly farmers and artisans, who have | 
su ffered from Ru ssian b ru tality. They escape from 
Commu nist domination at great personal risk and 
therefore can only b e tru e opponents of the Ru s­ 
sian imperialists. They are the same kind of people 
who settled mu ch of the Mississippi Valley from St. 
Lou is to Minneapolis in other generations. They 
are a cou rageou s people who have 
1,000 years of 
history of keeping the Slav ou t of Eu rope, failing 
only when H itler b etrayed them into an historical 
stu pidity which b rou ght them war, disaster and 
su b jection to Ru ssia. 
Why not open Alaska to settlem ent b y su ch 
peoples, homeless, often hopeless, who need a sanc­ 
tu ary ou tside of Eu rope, b u t always a sanctu ary 
where the individu al can find freedom b y his own 
efforts, particu larly in working the land which ho, 
himself, owns? These arc a people who are accu s­ 
tomed to working their own land. Until Hitler 
drove his cou ntry to madness, they were always re­ 
garded as the most hard-working and orderly 
people in Eu rope. 
At present, the refu gees from Ru ssian oppres­ 
sion and even the defectors from Commu nism are 
crowded into an already overcrowded West Ger­ 
many where they can do little to improve them ­ 
selves. Stateless folk are alw’avs b ogged down b y 
personal misfortu nes; once they are restored to 
their normal way of .life and to pride-encou raging 
produ ctivity, with family life as their only need, 
the Germans tend to assimilate readily into ou r 
civilization. 
There is real danger that Alaska wdll b e re-’ 
garded solely as a military ou tpost serving no other 
pu rpose than to test ou r strength in arctic winters 
against the Ru ssians w’ho inhab it Sib eria and who 
hope to seize Alaska from u s some day. It wou ld 
b e b etter to increase the popu lation of that place 
with the same kind of people who after the 1840’s 
did so mu ch to give Missou ri, Ohio, Michigan and 
Wisconsin a constru ctive ingeniou s, hard-working 
people. 
And there is this to say ab ou t u nderpopu lated 
Canada that it cou ld b ring no b etter stock into 
that land than the Geiynans and the Poles. Canada 
has protected herself against promiscu ou s immi­ 
gration more effectively than has the United States. 
Starting with a conflict b etween the Protestant 
Anglo-Sax on and the Catholic French-Canadian, 
Canada has sou ght to avoid fu rther racial and re­ 
ligiou s fragm entstion as far as possib le. The resu lt 
has b een a policy of redu ced Immigration wdth a 
desire to maintain a b alance b etween the English 
and French-speaking Canadians. This has b een dif­ 
ficu lt b ecau se of the greater fecu ndity of the 
French. 
Among the German refu gees are b oth Protes­ 
tant and Catholics and therefore the Canadians 
need not worry too mu ch ab ou t u psetting either 
the ethnological or the religiou s b alance. And it 
wou ld b e as economically b eneficial as it is hu mane 
to find areas where these displaced persons can 
live in dignity. 
Thu s, I su ggest two places, Alaska and Canada, 
particu larly W estern Canada, as settlem ents for 
those who escape from Ru ssian tyranny. Perhaps 
some day, Eastern Germany can b o denu ded of 
popu lation—Eastern Germany and W estern Po­ 
land. If that were accomplished, the Ru ssians, to 
hold that area, wou ld fill it with Asiatic peoples, 
as they have b een doing in Transylvania. Eu rope 
wou ld then recognize the menace of a resu rrected 
Genghis Khan and know its peril.

That Bo dy o f Yo urs 


By JAMBS W. BARTON, M.D. 


ELECTRO-SHOCK TREATMENT 
It is known that many individu als with heart 
disease, b y care and medical su pervision, and living 
on a low’er level of physical activity, can live as 
long as if they had no heart disease. However, when 
a heart patient b egins to show mental symptoms, 
it is a qu estion whether he is capab le of with­ 
standing the shock treatm ent that helps so many 
early cases of mental distu rb ances. 
All shock treatm ents—insu lin, metrazol, shock— 
pu t a strain u pon the patient b ecau se shock treat­ 
ments cau se a convu lsion. It can readily b e seen 
that a patient who has to live a qu iet life physically 
can b ecome depressed mentally, and has more time 
and more inclination to think “inwardly” ab ou t his 
physical and mental symptoms. The qu estion then 
arises as to whether it is safe for the psychiatrist 
to u se shock treatm ent. 
In the Bu lletin of the New York Academy of 
Medicine, Drs. Cu rtis T. Prou t and Donald M. Ham­ 
ilton report that 87 per cent of a grou p of 104 
psychiatric (mental) patients b etween the ages of 
60 and 82 b enefitted from electro-shock treatm ent. 
Althou gh seriou s heart and b lood-vessel disease ex ­ 
isted b efore treatm ent in more than two-thirds of 
the patients, electro-shock treatm ent proved a safe 
procedu re after carefu l medical evalu ation of the 
patient’s condition. The following factors shou ld b e 
considered in deciding to u se electro-shock in the 
psychiatric treatm ent of patients over 60: 
1. The patient shou ld b e su ffering with a fu nda­ 
mentally fu nctional disease (not an organic disease 
affecting b rain stru ctu re b u t a “b ehavior” dis­ 
ease.) 
2: In the elderly, su ch illness may b e compli­ 
cated b y confu sion and deliriu m du e to ex hau stion 
or poisoning from long u se of “qu ieting” dru gs, in­ 
su fficient intake of food and liqu ids, and insu fficient 
removal of wastes.

APPROACH TO TRADE PROBLEMS 
Before too many weeks the halls of Con­ 
gress will be ringing with debate on one of 
the touchiest yet most crucial problems we 
have to face: whether we intend to allow the 
lowering of our tariff barriers sufficiently to 
encourage 
greater 
imports 
from 
trade- 
starved European nations. 
• For more than three decades, Europe has 
not been able to sell to us as much as we 
have sold to it. After World War I this gap 
was bridged by private American loans 
abroad. Since World War II the Marshall 
Plan and other aids have served the same 
end. 
But neither of these devices were solu­ 
tions, nor were they permanent. Eventually, 
the private loans stopped. And today, the 
patience of Congress with seemingly per­ 
petual aid is wearing thin. 
The only real answer appears to be some­ 
how to balance trade between America and 
Europe. Our statesmen and all but a minor­ 
ity of business leaders agree on that. And 
in the interest of a higher general standard 
of living, the balance ought to be struck by 
increasing European imports here rather 
than cutting our exports. 
That means, however, reducing tariff bar­ 
riers on a considerably broader scale than 
has yet been accomplished under the now* 
long-established reciprocal trade authority 
(up for renewal June 12). And there’s the 
rub. 
For the argument is made perennially that 
American industries will suffer ruinously 
from the influx of foreign goods produced 
by low-paid workers. 
Although the argument is usually greatly 
exaggerated, it is true that some industries 
have been and would be seriously affected 
by heightened foreign competition. Yet if 
we do not find some way to accept foreign 
goods, the alternative is some sort of foreign 
aid to keep our European friends from going 
broke. 
Some manufacturers, reading this dilemma 
aright, have stopped complaining about for­ 
eign competition and have moved boldly to 
counter its effects. One such Is J. G. Shen- 
nan, young president of the Elgin Watch 
Company. 
U. S. watchmakers have suffered a lot 
from imported watch products, especially 
from Switzerland. 
Some firms have been 
put out of business. But not Elgin. 
Once defeat was clear, Shennan set about 
diversifying his company’s operations so it 
would no longer be wholly dependent on 
watchmaking. He took the firm into pro­ 
duction of compacts, men’s jewelry, abra­ 
sives and other items. Thus Elgin’s workers 
and stockholders are protected and America 
still has in being an important element in a 
vital 
precision 
industry 
valuable 
to 
its 
defense. 
Obviously all 
industries cannot 
follow 
Shennan’s specific pattern, admirable as it is. 
But all can indeed emulate this company’s 
resourcefulness and imagination in seeking 
adjustment to the prospect of increased 
Imports. Where a company or an industry 
is clearly beyond self-help, the government 
might fairly be asked to step in and assist 
through loans, the teaching of new' worker s 
skills, and the like. 
The time for mere nagging opposition has 
gone by. The times call for a constructive 
approach. It is either that or a never-ending 
burden of foreign aid.

BUILD ALASKA! 
It is to be noted that tor several years, when­ 
ever statehood for Hawaii was discussed, Alaska 
was included. Then politics entered the picture 
and some Democrats objected to Hawaii and some 
Republicans objected to Alaska and neither became 
a State. Now it would seem that Hawaii is about 
to become a State but Alaska is not even being 
considered. 
One of the arguments against statehood for 
Alaska is that it is sparse of population. This is 
an enormous territory of 586,400 square miles, 
equal to one-sixth of the size of the United States 
—equal to Texas, New' York, Pennsylvania, the 
New England States, and California. Its present j 
population is 128.643. It is our first line of defense 
on the American continents against Soviet Russia, 
except for the Communist base at Guatemala. 
From the standpoint of national strategy, Alaska 
is tremendously significant. 
Now, let us look at another part of the world. 
Thousands of Germans are daily moving from Hast 
to West Germany. They are hard-working, strong j 
people, mostly farmers and artisans, who have 
suffered from Russian brutality. They escape from 
Communist domination at great personal risk and 
therefore can only be true opponents of the Rus­ 
sian imperialists. They are the same kind ol people 
who settled much of the Mississippi Valley from St. 
Louis to Minneapolis in other generations. They 
are a courageous people who have 1,000 years of 
history of keeping the Slav out of Europe, failing 
only when Hitler betrayed them into an historical 
stupidity which brought them war, disaster and 
subjection to Russia. 
Why not open Alaska to settlement by such 
peoples, homeless, often hopeless, who need a sanc­ 
tuary outside of Europe, but always a sanctuary 
where the individual can find freedom by his own 
efforts, particularly in working the land which he, 
himself, owns? These are a people who are accus­ 
tomed to working their own land. Until Hitler 
drove his country to madness, they w'crc always re­ 
garded as thrt most hard-working and orderly 
people in Europe. 
At present, the refugees from Russian oppres­ 
sion and even the defectors from Communism are 
crowded into an already overcrowded West Ger­ 
many where they can do little to improve them­ 
selves. Stateless folk are always bogged down by 
personal misfortunes; once they are restored to 
their normal way o f.life and to pride-encouraging 
productivity, with family life as their only need. 
the Germans tend to assimilate readily into our 
civilization. 
There is real danger that Alaska will be re-’ 
garded solely as a military outpost serving no other 
purpose than to test our strength in arctic winters 
against the Russians who inhabit Siberia and who 
hope to seize Alaska from us some day. It would 
be better to increase the population of that place 
with the same kind of people who after the 1810’s 
did so much to give Missouri. Ohio. Michigan and 
Wisconsin a constructive ingenious, hard-working 
people. 
And there is this to say about underpopulated 
Canada that it could bring no better stock into 
that land than the Getynans and the Poles. Canada 
has protected herself against promiscuous immi­ 
gration more effectively than has the United States. 
Starting with a conflict between the Protestant 
Anglo-Saxon and the Catholic French-Canadian, 
Canada has sought to avoid further racial and re­ 
ligious fragmentation as far as possible. The result 
has been a policy of reduced Immigration with a 
desire to maintain a balance between the English 
and French-speaking Canadians. This has been dif­ 
ficult because of the greater fecundity of the 
French. 
Among the German refugees are both Protes­ 
tant and Catholics and therefore the Canadians 
need not w-orry too much about upsetting either 
the ethnological or the religious balance. And it 
would be as economically beneficial as it is humane 
to find areas where these displaced persons can 
live in dignity. 
Thus, I suggest two places. Alaska and Canada, 
particularly Western Canada, as settlements for 
those who escape from Russian tyranny. Perhaps 
some day, Eastern Germany can* bo denuded of 
population—Eastern Germany and Western Po­ 
land. If that were accomplished, the Russians, to 
hold that area, would fill it with Asiatic peoples, 
as they have been doing in Transylvania. Europe 
would then recognize the menace of a resurrected 
Genghis Khan and know' its peril.

ELECTRO-SHOCK TREATM ENT 
It is known that many individuals with heart 
disease, by care and medical supervision, and living 
on a lower level of physical activity, can live as 
long as if they had no heart disease. However, w hen 
a heart patient begins to show’ mental symptoms, 
it is a question whether he is capable of with­ 
standing the shock treatment that helps so many 
early cases of mental disturbances. 
All shock treatments—insulin, metrazol, shock— 
put a strain upon the patient because shock treat­ 
ments cause a convulsion. It can readily be seen 
that a patient who has to live a quiet life physically 
can become depressed mentally, and has more time 
and more inclination to think "inwardly” about his 
physical and mental symptoms. The question then 
arises as to whether it is sale for the psychiatrist 
to use shock treatment. 
In the Bulletin of the New York Academy of 
Medicine, Drs. Curtis T. Prout and Donald M. Ham­ 
ilton report that 87 per cent of a group ol 104 
psychiatric (mental) patients bid ween the ages ot 
60 and 82 benefitted lrom electro-shock treatment. 
Although serious heart and blood-vessel disease ex­ 
isted before treatment in more than two-thirds of 
the patients, clectro-shock treatment proved a safe 
procedure after careful medical evaluation of the 
patient’s condition. The following factors should bo 
considered in deciding to use electro-shock in the 
psychiatric treatment of patients over 60; 
I. The patient should be suffering with a funda­ 
mentally functional disease (not an organic disease 
affecting brain structure but a “behavior” dis­ 
ease.) 
2: In the elderly, such illness may he compli­ 
cated by confusion and delirium due to exhaustion 
or poisoning from long use of “quieting” drugs, in­ 
sufficient intake of food and liquids, and insufficient 
removal of wastes. Medical attention to these con­ 
ditions ordinarily results in prompt relief from men­ 
tal symptoms. 
3. The usual or routine treatment of mental 
symptoms should be tried before giving shock treat­ 
ment. 
# 
4. A thorough physical examination of heart, 
blood vessels, blood pressure, including electro­ 
cardiogram and chest and spinal X-rays. 
Electro-shock relieves such symptoms as de­ 
pression. anxiety and tension, resulting in lessening 
or disappearance of delusions and hallucinations. 
Patients are then better able to respond to the 
usual psychiatric treatment.”

“Observers of the work of Paul 
Burlin have followed his painting 
from sem i-abstract landscapes and 
street scenes to high powered hu­ 
m an com m entary, such as much 
of the present exhibition of his 
work is devoted to. It must be 
said his progress has not been 
without event, though in many in­ 
stances. his painting has taken on

“Jazz in Heaven, M inotaurs and 
Cafe and .Soda are in their diver­ 
sity indicative of the attitudes 
taker, by this artist, who often 
Recalls Picasso and is not ashamed 
to parody him on occasion, as w it­ 
ness the rapacious Oh, the Pity of 
It. Ever since the historic Armory 
Show, which introduced modernist 
art to America in 1913, Mr. Bur­ 
lin has rem ained a force in con- 
tem norarv art.

The most puzzling question that 
comes to me in the mail is what 
to do 
at*out 
tho discard that 
matches the closed canasta. As I 
have often pointed out in this col­ 
umn. the official rule says one 
thing, and a rather large number 
of people say something else. 
This is bound to cause a certain 
amount of confusion when the 
players disagree and look up a 
book and write to me for an offi­ 
cial ruling. 
Let mo describe the official rule 
first, to make the dilemma as cical­ 
as unclear can be.

A few plays later, the player at 
your right discards a king. This 
presents the first problem. If the 
pack is not frozen, are you allowed 
to pick up that discarded king in 
order to add it to your canasta 
(taking the rest of the discard 
pile too. of course)? 
Before I annswer that question 
let me add the second problem. 
Suppose the pack ls frozen, w h a t 
then? When, if ever. can you pick 
up a discarded king from a frozen 
pack? 
The official rule, followed by all 
of the best players all over the 
country, is very clear. You are 
always allowed to add one or more 
natural cards to your closed ca­ 
nasta. When the king is discarded 
at your right, you may pick it 
right up and add it to your closed 
canasta. That naturally gives you 
the right to take the rest of the 
discard pile. 
The official rule is equally clear 
about the frozen pack. You always 
need a pair of natural matching 
cards to take a discard from a 
frozen pack. 
Therefore 
in 
this 
situation you would need a pair of 
kings in your own hand. With 
; those kings, you could take the 
discarded king and add all three 
to your closed canasta of kings, 
i (You are not allowed to start a 
! separate meld of kings. 
Since I travel about a bit, and 
play Canasta in various parts of 
the country. I know that many 
people prefer not to follow the 
' official 
rule 
in 
this 
situation. 
Every body has the right to make 
up his own rules for any game. 
However, if you make up your 
own rules, you muit also settle 
your own dispute*. Nobody ran 
consult a rule hook to look up pri­ 
vate rules. 
Let me repeat the official rule to 
make sure that it is clear. A dis-

Educators, Parents 
Told Value of Mutual 
Respect and Sympathy 


To work together on common 
educational problems, parents and 
teachers must build a foundation 
of m utual respect and understand­ 
ing, Dr. George I. Thomas told a 
large group of educators, teachers 
and

local chapter of the Association 
for Childhood Education. 
Dr. Thomas is principal of the 
elem entary Campus School at the 
University S tate Teachers College, 
New Paltz. "To develop effective 
team work, attitudes are of utm ost 
importance. 
Teachers are often

group,” the speaker said. 
"There 
is a need for teachers to realize 
that parents are not critical. Ob­ 
servation and conferences are in­ 
strum ents used to gain a better

Notes Increased Birth Rate 
Tile speaker noted the increased 
birth rate in the United States, 
which he said has reached a peak 
ol three million during the past 
year. 
"This is indicative of an 
acute situation within our public 
schools as these children attain 
school age,” continued Dr. Thom ­ 
as. 
There is the difficulty of pro­ 
curing qualified teachers and in 
providing adequate housing. When 
such problems arise, the public 
should be close enough to the 
schools to anticipate critical needs 
and prepare to deal with them ."

cooperative team for parents and 
1 teachers. 
The contributions each 
m ight make were described by the 
speaker, who contended, too, that

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Einstein Explains Legion Post 
His New Theory 


Legion Celebrates 35th Anniversary 


Princeton, N. J., March 16 '.I**— 
Prof. Albert Einstein, taking a 
raye break from his customary 
seclusion, discussed yesterday his 
new theory which aims at explain­ 
ing all physical law*. 
The new unified field theory is 
mathematically correct, the white- 
haired scientist told a news con­ 
ference, but he has “not been able 
to find out if thoro are any physi­ 
cal truths in it.” 
What's more. Einstein said he 
has not b< en able to determine 
whether the theory “is true in the 
ordinary sense of the w'ord." 
The news conference was held 
in connection with an announce­ 
ment naming a new college under 
Jewish 
auspices 
as the 
Albert 
Einstein College of Medicine. 
Einstein, who was 74 years old 
Saturday, was honored at a lunch­ 
eon yesterday where he was noti­ 
fied formally about the college be­ 
ing named for him. The college, 
to cost IO million dollars, will be 
part of 
Yeshiva University and 
will be built in the Bronx, New 
York, as part of the first unit of 
a 25 million dollar medical center. 
Then c a m e the news conference, 
accompanied by the flashing of 
photographer’s bulbs and the hum­ 
ming of newsreel cameras.

everything 
from 
single 
atoms to the universe—to tie to­ 
gether in one equation all the 
tiuths and forces of gravitation, 
magnetism and electricity. 
“There is a mathematical way 
of showing which laws are mathe­ 
matically correct,” he said. “The 
meaning is to define the general 
field 
theory. 
The 
mathematical 
difficulty is to find out if the whole 
theory has to do with nature—if 
it is true in the ordinary sense of 
the word.”
